Buch has been the 
case now for nearly two months: 

“The sanitary district has for some 
months been contemplating an enlargement 
of the South Branch throughout its whole 
length to about a width of 250 feet by 25 
feet depth. ‘This would effect a present re- 
duction of velocity in the river, that would be

Residents of flat buildings the vieinity 
_of Marshfield avenue and Clarinda street 
were startled last night by an explosion 
which shook the buildings and broke the 
glass in several buildings. The explosion 
was the result of gas and occurred under the 
sidewalk in front of 354 Marshfield avenue. 
William Grunert has a grocery and saloon 
at 354 Marshfield avenue, and yesterday he 
sent word to the gas company that the pipes 
entering his building had been frozen for 
several days. Early in the evening three 
laborers sent by the gas company went un- 
der the sidewalk to examine the pipes. Half 
an hour after they left an explosion occurred. 
The sidewalk was blown into the air and 
fell across the street. The windows of a flat 
building at the opposite corner were broken 
and the windows of a building in the rear of 
856 Marshfield avenue were shattered. The 
stock in the grocery and saloon was shaken 
from the shelves and a loss of $100 resulted. 


An aged man, who had seen better ‘days, 
died yesterday at the County Hospital of 
starvatlon.

When Felled by Footpad She |

LEADS IN ‘THE PURSUIT. 


Mrs. Louise A. Pryor of New 
York Leaps Fence to Fok 
low Her Assailant. — 


FAINTS AS RACE 18 ENDED. 


New York, Feb. Louise 
A. or, wife of Dr R. Pryor, of 121 
East Thirty-eighth street, and dgeaghter-in- 
law of former Justice of the Supreme Court 
Roger A. Pryor, had a flerce encounter with 
a well dressed . in the heart of 
town this afternoon. Pryor fought 
desperately after she a blow on 
the head from a bludgeon, and, pursuing 
the thief, assisted in his capture. He gave 
his name as Patrick Hynes, 24 years of age, 
of 263 Third avenue. He was arraigned in 
court and held in $5,000 bonds. 

The scene of the robbery was the stair- 
way leading from the up-town track in the 
Park avenue tunnel at Thirty-eighth street. 
Mrs. Pryor had eeveral hundred dollars“ 
worth of diamonds besides the money in her 

Followed from Car by Thief. 

Mrs. Pryor, who is 80 years of age, was 
on a Madison avenue car on her way home 
from a shopping tour. She ed to the 
conductor to stop at Thirty-eighth street. 
Sitting back of Mrs. Pryor on the same car 
was a well-dressed man of powerful build. 
He kept his eye on Mrs. Pryor to an extent 
that annoyed her, but in the stress of leav- 
ing the crowded car she quite forgot the 
incident. 

Mrs. Pryor had got about half way up the 
long flight of steps when she heard some one 
bounding up after her. She had time to 
turn around and see that the person was the 
man who had annoyed her on the car. She 
tried to run, but he was too quick for her. 
He carried somehting like a piece of gas pipe 


a blow on the back of the head near the 
ear. He was too far away to make the blow 
fully effective. It was enough, however, to 
knock Mrs. Pryor down. She screamed for 
help, but without avail. | 


Kicks Her Assailant Down-Stairs. 


Finding her plight desperate the woman 
struggled to her feet and sprang at her as- 
gallant. He aimed a second blow at her, but 
she dodged it, and then managed to kick him 
as he stooped to pick up the weapon which 
had fallen from his hand. She landed her 
foot right under his chin and he fell back- 
ward down the stone stairs. 

Instead of fleeing Mrs. Pryor turned, and 
seizing the bludgeon bounded down the stairs 
to attack the man. He saw her coming, and 

umping up fled across the tracks to the 
own-town stairway. 

Between the tracks is a netting three feet 
high to prevent persons from crossing. The 
thief went over this in a bound, and Mrs. Pry- 
or cleared it as easily. When he came out of 
the tunnel on Park avenue she was less than 
five feet behind him. 

“Thief! Robbers!" sheshrieked. The man 
ran east toward ird avenue through Thir- 
ty-eighth street. Ars. Pryor kept after him. 
Arthur Mullen saw the chase and joined. At

The prisoner 
was taken to the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. In his pocket was found Mrs. Pry- 
or’s purse. 

At the Yorkville Court, where Hynes was 
waiting for arraignment before Magistrate 
Cornell, Mrs. Pryor identified him as her as- 
sallant.

Education after a six hours’ session yester- 


day afternoon announced that it would be 
able to find a way to give the teachers a 
raise in salary. Another meeting will be 
held this afternoon, when it is hoped the 
Gefinite plan will be fixed and the needed ap- 
propriations arranged. The increase for 
the teachers will be at least 5 per cent, but 
the 1898 schedule is considered far beyond 
the reach of the funds for this year. 

When the estimates of the different de- 
partments were added up it was found that 
the total amount asked for, without consid- 
ering the teachers, was $1,000,000 more than 
the board will get this year. The total rev- 


enues of the board will approximate 57,400 
000. How to keep the expenditures within 


this amount and also increase the teachers’ 


salaries is causing the Finance committee | 


trouble. 
The board has more money than it nad last 
vear, but before the appropriations.are made 
$175,000 must be taken out for the natural in- 
crease in the schools. Trustee Clayton 
Mark, chairman of the Finance nee, 
last evening said: 


Our figures are wholly indefinite as sat, | 


but we hope to reach a conclusion tomorrow. 
It is settled beyond a doubt that the teach- 
ers’ salaries will be raised. The 1898 sched- 
ule is out of the question: Weare endeavor- 
ing to omit none of the departments.

AND LIGHT FOR A PRISON. 


Joliet Penitentiary 8 Says 
Waters of Desplaines Can Save State 
bbe. Sum Now Spent on Coal. | 


Bloomington. In. Feb. 13. Special 
Hamer H. Green ot this city, member of the 
Joltet Board of Penitentiary Commissioners, 
has outlined an original plan for the supply- 
ing of power for the Joliet institution at a 
great saving to the State. Mr. Green will 
présent this scheme to the board, and has no 
doubt that his associates will coincide with 
his views, and that the Legislature will be 
asked to make an appropriation to carry the 
plan into execution. 

Mr. Green proposes to utilize the water 
pawer of the Desplaines River, which flows 
within 1,000 yards of the penitentiary. The 
plan contemplates the installation of a gen-

mission of its output of electricity to the 
penitentiary to pe used in supplying power 
and light in all departments. 

The plan involves no expentinient: as the

PROTECTING THE 

The latest report of the government ex- 
perts on the timber supply of the United 
States is not so startling As it might seem 
on first sicht. It appears from the report | 
that the present supply of standing timber 
will be exhausted in sixty years it pres- 
ent rate of consumption is continued, But | 
to offset this somewhat alarming state- 
ment is the fact that government timber 
reservations have been established i in many 
parts of the country, while a movement for 
stopping the former almost criminal waste 
of timber has been whder way tar some 
years, The goverument foresters only | 
patrol the timber reservations to prevent 
the ravages of timber thieves, but also 
are charged. with setting out new planta- 
tions of valuable trees and with fostering 
pie growth of trees which are already grow- 
ing. In this way the annual cut of timber 
is partially replaced, while the large amount 
which has héretofore been stolen edch year 
is almost entirely saved. In the same way 
the private firms and corporations which 
owu or control large tracts of timber land 
are proteetiug their property und doing their 
best to aid the growth of young timber. 

For these Improved conditions the Ameri- 
can Forestry association cannot be given: 
too much credit. It is largely as a result 
of its farsighted efforts that the ruthless 
and criminal waste of standing timber 
has been checked. That there is much room 
and need for further work along the same 
lines will not be denied. The important 
fact is that this work has been begun and 
is increasingly carried on both by; the na- 
tional government and by private interests. 

In the meantime, it js worth while to re- 
member that in a case of last resort the | 
United States has, immediately adjoining 
it, the immense forests of Canada, from | 
which, in case of necessity, it may draw 
its raw supply of timber. The extent of 
these Canadian forests is enormpus and 
they contain enough timber to supply the 


needs of the continent for many years,

It is rather more pathetic than edifying to
